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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "4" and "3" have both been used to designate tray and 
roll of film. Reference characters "10" has been used to designate cover and wrapped 
package (fig. 1) and cover (fig. 2). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1-3, 7 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Noordenbos et al, (6145283). 
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Noordenbos et al. disclose a bin for storing objects comprising a container (1 , fig. 
1 ), a first tray and a second tray (4, 5, fig. 1 ), each tray configured to receive a roll of 
self adhesive film (8,9, fig. 1 ), a first roller and a second roller (21 ,22), driving means 
(24, fig. 1) rotating the first and second rollers in an insertion direction so as to move an 
object between the first and second rollers, into the container, which meets all the 
claimed limitations. 

Regarding claim 2, Noordenbos disclose that the object is a diaper (see col.1 . 
lines 5-10). 

Regarding claim 3, Noordenbos disclose that the rollers have a toothed end 
section at each end of the roller (23). 

Regarding claim 7, Noordenbos disclose that the bin comprising a lid (3, fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 1 3, Noordenbos disclose that the bin further comprising two rolls 
of self-adhesive film (8, 9). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Noordenbos et al. (6145283). 

Noordenbos, as mentioned above, disclose rollers, except for central section of 
rollers formed from a resilient material. It would have been obvious to one having 
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ordinary sl^ill in tlie art at the time the invention was made to provide the central section 
of rollers formed from a resilient material for to wrap the object with self adhesive film, 
since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a 
known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious 
design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

Regarding claim 6, Noordenbos discloses a motor to drive the first roller and 
hence the second roller. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to provide knob to rotate the first roller, since it 
has been held that broadly providing a mechanical or automatic means to replace 
manual activity, which has been, accomplished the same result involves only routine 
skill in the art. In re Venner, 120 USPQ 199. 

6. Claims 8-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Noordenbos et al. in view of Stravitz (6612099). 

Noordenbos, as mentioned above, disclose rollers, except for driving the rollers 
with the movement of opening and closing the lid. However, Stravitz discloses that it is 
well known in the art of waste disposal to activate the sealing mechanism by opening 
and closing the lid. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to replace the lid of Noordenbos with the lid 
of Stravitz to cause the drive gear wheel to rotate. 

Regarding claim 14, Noordenbos disclose that the film is a saran.
